About 200 of the balls have been foun4. 
report« the New York Suu. 
One of 
the workmen was sure he bad discov- 
ered some "revolutionary relics," and 
succeeded in disposing of a number 
of the "cannon, bails'* at 
50 
cent« 
apiece. So many of the metal spheres 
were discovered that the price soon 
fell to a tin of beer. The dlteovery and 
sale coatinusd Tuesday and yesterday 
and as there are a few slabs still in the 
place there will probably be more "rel- 
ies" for aale to-day. 


The demolished building was occu- 
pied by til« AUantio Mutual Insurance 
company and by th» Pheni» bank. The 
vault measure* perhaps IS by 20 feet. 
The granite slabs which form It« outer 
wall are 18 inches thick. The top of 
each one was hollowed out to receive 
half the iron ball and the'bottom of 
the aext higher was hollowed out to 
r^iceive th« other hal#. 
Possibly the 
metal balls were put in to bother any 
burglar who might seek to dig through 
the wall.

Michigan Republicans Fail to Se* 
cure Nominee for Governor. 


MANY BALLOTS WITHOÜT RESÜLT.

Grand Rapids, Mich., June 28.—The 
rejHiblican state convention Wednes­ 
day nig-ht ad;iourne*d until this morn­ 
ing after ten fruitless ballots for gov­ 
ernor. The leading" candidates, Aaron 
T. Bliss, of Saginaw; Justus vStearns. 
of Luding-ton, and Dext^'r 31. Ferry, of 
Detroit, were so evenly matched 
in 
the number of their respective votes 
that the convention found itself prac­ 
tically at a deadlock, and 
wearied 
with balloting, gave up the struggle 
until to-day. 
The 
olher 
candidates 
are ('harles S. Osborne, of the upper 
|)cninsula; James O'Donnell, of Jack- 
.son, and Milo D. Campbell, of Cold- 
wa I er. 


Owing to the large number of can- 
ilidati's for minor oiTices it is not 
yrnbabU* that the convention can fin­ 
ish its work to-day. even if the guber­ 
natorial doadloek is broken. 
The re­ 
port of lh(' resolutions committee is 
tlu* last thing on the programme, but 
the j)latfonn was completed Wednes- 
i!ay evi'iilfig. ntid is I'lady for preseu- 
tiition. 
It is in part as follows:

The resolution on the 
Boer w ar says: 


"We sympathize with the people of the 
South African republics in their struggle 
for liberty and Independence, and we com­ 
mend President McKinley for promptly 
tendering the friendly othces of this gov­ 
ernment In the Interest of peace; and 
while the American government, follow­ 
ing the established precedent of noninter­ 
ference In foreign atfalrs must maintain a 
position of strict neutrality, nevertheless 
we earnestly hope that honorable peace 
may be speedily secured.”
